TAMPICO CAPTURED; FEDERALS

RETREAT TO SAN LUIS POTOSI
Washington, Evacuation of Tarn-plc-

by the federal garrison is com-
plete, according to a relayed wireless
dispatch to the navy department, from
Hear Admiral Mayo. The federal
troops left by tlie railroad.

iicar Admiral Mayo, at Tamplco, re-

ported to the navy , department that
the Mexican federat gunboats Bravo
and ?iaragosa steamed out of the o

river and anchored near the for-
eign warships outside.

Tiiat the rebels encountered des-
perate resistance in their final attack
on Tamplco, and that they were com-

pelled to carry their fight to J'le heart
of the town, was indicated by Hear
Admiral Mayo's report.

The constitutionalists, with T.Of'u

men. enured the city as the federals
abandoned it, leaving their dead and
wounded in the field.

Battle RsgSd Five Days.
For five days the iisbting raged, and

many were killed and wounded on
both sides. Casualties arp believed to
be as great as during the fighting ot
Torreon.

Gen. Gonzales and Gen. Caballeros
have announced that looters will be
shot.

The lighting was the heaviest which
ha.- - occurred during the battle. As
th" rebels advanced toward tlie cen-

ter of the city, the federals retreated,
f ghting heroically. The sound of rit1-Ar- e

was terrific and at frequent inter-
vals the roar of cannon from both the
rebel and federal positions was heard.

The federals were retreating by
way of th railroad leading to San
Luis Potos!. and it was assumed they
hoped to reach Pacbuca, the terminus
of a railway line that leads indirectly
to Mexico City. The railroad out of
Tamplco to Monterey, is held by the
constitutionalists.

U. S. MEDIATORS CALL ON

SOUTH AMERICAN ENVOYS.
Washington. First formal steps in

the prcsram of mediation in the Mex-

ican problem have been taken. Jus-
tice Lamar and Frederic k W. Leh-tnann- ,

together with their secretary,
H. Perceval Dodire, who will represent
the United States, paid their respects
to the thrfe Synth American envoys
who have undertaken by diplomacy to
solve tlw Mexican question.

The representatives were presented
by Counselor Robert Lansing, acting
secretary' Of state in the absence of
Mr. Bryan, motoring to the legations
In a White House automobile. U was
a call of courtesy, but paved the way
for informal conferences in advance
of the first meeting at Niagara Falls.

Cotnctdontnlly word was received by
the mediators direct from the Mexican
foreign minister at Mexico City that
the Huerta representatives had ar-
rived at Havana and left immediately
for Niagara Falls via Key WeRt.

President Wilson promised a dele-

Mans, the Mexican commander, a full
explanation of the death of Private
Parks, who strayed into Mexican lines
several days ago. Protest against the
reported execution of Partes and the
alleged burning of bis body has been
made also through diplomatic chan-
nels to Gen. Huerta. Secretary Gar-
rison holds that as Parks was in uni-

form ho should have been treated as a
prisoner of war. Gen. Funston thinks
Parks became insane

Mr. Garrison also asked Gen. Fun-
ston for a further report on the details
of the arrest of five South Ameri-
cans accused of "sniping" at Vera
Cruz.

Capture May Complicate Crisis.
Another phase of the situation

which produced much discussion in
executive cpiarters was the question
of ammunition shipments destined for
Tumpico when the constitutionalists
are In control.

Constitutionalists here are authority
for the statement that after the bat-
tles of Tampicoand Saltillo, the rebels
will have little ammunition left, with
which to continue the fight against
Huerta, With u practical embargo on
the importation of munitions of war
across the American border In effect,
the rebels believe their only chance
of getting additional ammunition will
be from abroad.

The taking of Tampico, the port
next In Importance to Vera Cruz, will
raise many interesting questions.

Fighting on West Coast.
With success at Tampico the consti-

tutionalists will press hard for pos-

session of Saltillo and San Luis Po-tos-

where the garrison from Tampico
is believed to have fled.

Fighting on the west coast was de-
sultory, according to meager reports.
The federals still are occupying the
City of Tepic. Trains were running
between Guadalajara and Mexico City,
but the constitutionalists were threat-
ening to cut the line again.

PERMIT CONTRAOTOR OILL

TO UNLOAD MATERIAL.

WILL DEMAND MANDAMUS

OKI En Route to New York to Meet
the Architects and Wants Ques-

tion Settled by Meditation-Commis- sion

Is Willing,

Jefferson City. When Contract K.
F. Gill's Ste. Genevieve stone, which
was shipped from there Inst Thurs-
day to Jefferson City, reached here,
the slate capitol commission or Con- -

tractor B. M. Plump gnve orders not
to unload It on the capitol site. The
stone arrived hero Friday.

The commission was in session and
ordered Contractor Gill to begin the
letting of tlie stone as time was fleet-
ing.

Gill's plan apparently is to manda-
mus the commission in the supreme
court to compel it to use tlie Ste.
Genevieve limestone and thus settle
the controversy.

QUI will meet the architect!, Tracy
and Swartwout. In New York soon,
and discuss n settlement of the stone
proposition by arbitration. The com-
mission agreed to this, but specified
that none but the best limestone lu

the state would be approved. Litiga-
tion might be prevented by the arbi-
tration plan, but Officials here are not
very sanguine.
